CIVIL WAR 
SPAIN. 


Trouble Extending 
to Many Cities. 
Hundreds Are Wounded 
and Killed in Riots. 
Throughout Country. 


Artillery Said to Have Been 
‘Used in Barcelona With 
Awful Loss of Life. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 
ADRID, Feb. 20.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.} Premier Sagasta is pre- 
paring a decree establishing mar- 

tial law throughout Spain. The signa- 

ture of the decree, it is believed, will 
be followed by an extreme national 
crisis. | 

It was persistently said after the 
ing that the Minister of War, Gen, 
Weyler, had a long conference with 
the Queen Regent yesterday, followed 
by a conference with the military au- 
thorities today. Afterward, it is as- 
serted, arms and bali cartridges were 
served out to the troops in Madrid, who 
were in readiness to start at a mo- 
ment's notice. 

BATTLES IN BARCELONA. 

{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

MADRID, Feb. 2.—<According to 
telegrams received here late tonight 
from Barcelona, the street fighting 
there still continues. The heavy rain 
which fell during the day helped to 
| disperse the rioters, and the authorities 
are taking severe measures. 

A proclamation has been insued or- 
dering all private individuals to sur- 
render any weapons they may possess, 
‘under pain of severe penalties. The 
‘gale of arms has also been prohibited. 

Forty workmen's associations have 

dissolved, and the members 
ir. committees arrested. The ‘dwell- 
ings of the strike leaders and of an- 
archists are being registered and put 
under guard. 

The battleship: Pelaya has been or- 
dred to Barcelona. The military en- 
gineers bave assumed control of the 
street car service, and a few cars, half 
filled with soldiers, are running. Even 
the funeral coaches have to be pro- 
tected by the soldiers, No letters have 
been delivered in Barcelona in three 
days, and in some distant parts of the 
town business is completely paralyzed. 

‘A pitehed battle occurred in the out- 
skirts of the city between the strikers 
and the military, and the escort at- 
tached to several wagons that were 
bringing in provisions. The contents 
of the wagon were dragged out, and 
barricades were built across the road. 
The rails have been torn up to prevent 
trains from entering the city. 

The strike movement has begun to 
spread seriously. At Castellon de 1a, 
Plana, taking advantage of the night 
and of the absence of the police, the 
strikers set fire to two factories, with 
the aid of petroleum. The factories 
were burned. At a woman's meeting 
held at Castello de la Plana a general 
strike was voted. 

. At Saragossa most of the factories 
have already closed, on the demands 
af the workmen, and the strikers are 
ractolen pressure to bear to compel the 


fact still remaining open to close 
their Goors, The captain-general of 
Saragossa has wired for reinforce- 
ments, 

A strike commenced at Valencia, but 
owing to the refusal of the dock labor- 
ers to participate, it did not become 
general. The police at Valencia, as- 
sisted by the troops, have up to the 
present time been able to maintain 
order there. 

-It is learned late tonight that martial 
law has been proclaimed at Manresa, 
about thirty miles northwest of Barce- 
lona and at Saragossa. At the latter 
place the troops have occupied a 
strategic position in order to check the 
disturbances. 

Official telegrams received here de- 


vation at Barcelona, and officials to- 
night seem more hopeful. 

Owing to the strict censorship of 
news from Barcelona, it is difficult to 
ascertain the real state of affairs there. 
It is quite certin, however, that all the 
efforts of the authorities to persuade 
the labor leaders into a conciliatory 
attitude have so far failed, and the 
extension of the strike movement is 
more likely than its restricton. In ad- 
dition to the labor movement the ever- 
present Catalan home-rule agitation is 
likely to prove a serious factor in the 
situation. One hopeful sign is the fact 
that almost alone among the ministers 
and governing authorities, Gen. Weyler 
is in sympathy with the. Catalonian 
demands, and is inclined to study their 
grievances, He has held military com- 
mands in Catalonia, speaks the Cata- 
lan language, and thoroughly under- 
stands the situation.

FLASHES FROM THE WIRES. 


The Corsicana cotton-oil mill, one of 
the largest in Texas, was destroyed by 
fire, together with six freight cars, on 
the Cotton Belt Railroad tracks.

At the conclusion of routine business 
in the Senate today, consideration

Mr. Patterson of Colorado, a member 
of the Philippine Committee of the Sen- 
ate, discussed the treason and sedition 
laws enacted and enforced as tyranni- 
cal and oppressive. He maintained 
that the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court seemed to indicate that 
when the question was presented un- 
qualifiedly to that court, it would be 
held that the bill of rights would be ex- 
tended to the Filipinos, and that they 
were, as a fact, within the limits of 
the Constitution of the United States. 

He maintained that when the ques- 
tion finally should come before the Su- 
'preme Court, it should be held that the 
rights of free speech and a free press in 
the Philippine Isiands would be pro- 
tected fully and beyond any doubt. He 
said that it was a “new and strange 
sovereignty” that enabled the Philip- 
pine Commission to enforce such laws 
as had been put in effect in the cae, 
pines, and he challenged the authority 
of the commission to enact such laws. 
He recognized that ali the judicial 
powers of the Constitution were not ex- 
tended to a territorial government, but 
he held that, beyond doubt in his mind, 
the Philippine Commission had no 
authority to defipe treason or to pro- 
vide punishment therefor. That, he 
held, was anny within the power and 
a 


Mr. terson declared that the 
Philippine Commission had outraged 
every United States statute it had ever 
attempted to follow, and had made its 
own enactments tyrannical, because 
there had been evidently a deliberate 
purpose to make offenses where none 
had been defined by the United States 
statutes. He denounced “the devilish 
malignity” that the Philippine Commis- 
sion displayed when it attempted to 
copy the United States statutes and in- 
corporate in them other and extrane- 
ous matters. 

Mr. Patterson declared that only four 
of the fifteen acts of the Philippine 
Commission relating to the conspiracy 
against the United States had any re- 
gembiance to the statutes of the United 


taken bodily from the statutes of 
Spain, as enacted by the Spanish Cortes. 
He declared, after yzing the enaet- 
ments, no greater outrage could be in- 
flicted upon & people than the encour- 
agement of the sedition laws enacted 
by the Philippine Commission. Acts 
more tyrannical, more unconstitutional 
and more inimical to the interests of 


the people, he asserted, never were 
enacted, and they ought to be repealed 

mer. tterson mainta un- 
der the enactments of the Philippine 
Commission, any person found dis- 
tributing the Congressional Record 
containing hes of any members 
of the minority on the Philippine ques- 
tien would be lable to fine and im- 
prisonment. He denounced such a 
condition as unwarranted and -extra- 
ordinary, and without any constitu- 
tional authority. He declared that the 
sedition laws enacted by the Congress 
of 1798 were a beacon light of liberty 
and independence as com with 
the laws enacted by the Philippine 
Commission. 

Discussing the testimony of Gov. 
Taft before the Philippine Committee, 
Mr. Patterson said that seldom had a 

e been up to greater con- 
tumely ac than had been 4 
plied to the Filipinos by Judge Taft, 
“who, temporarily, at least, is their 
ruler.” 

Gov. Taft deciared, he said, that no 
people in the islands were fit for jury 
duty, because the body of the people 
spa either corrupt or open to corrup- 


The Colorado Senator was of the opin- 
ion that Gov. Taft was not frank with 
the committee, 1nd he helieved the 
American authorities were afraid to 
‘trust jury duty with the Filipinos lest 
the right of imprisonment thereby 
should be taken out of the hands of 
the commission's officials. He felt that 
the Filipinos had been mal and 
siandered, and he took issue with Gov. 
Taft and with other defamere of the 
Filipinos upon that point, and quoted 
documents to substantiate his position. 

Mr. Patterson deciared that the in- 
formation supplied by the War De- 
partment was absolutely in opposition 
to the statements made by Gov. Taft. 
It was, in effect, the War Department 
against Gov.

The policy was a mistaken 
one, in his opinion: The children were 
educated and made a show of by well- 
disposed people, after which they went 
back to the dirt and squalor in which 
they had been brought up. He insisted 
that the Indian should be educated in 
the environment in which he must live. 
These Indian schools in the East were, 
he said, the outgrowth of an ignorant 
sentimentalism. Philosophy, mathe- 
matics and geometry, taught the In- 
dians nothing. They should be taught 
husbandry at home. He said the best 
education possessed by one of the In- 
dians on the Sen Carlos Reservation 
had been obtained by ves four 
years in the nitentiary. e had 
been taught dtscfpline. 

Mr. Cannon of Illinois joined with 
Mr. Smith in opposing the eastern 
schools. He declared that it was the 
height of cruelty to educate the In- 
dians and then send them back to sav- 


agery. 

“It becomes a matter of pride with 
the tribes,” said he, “to force the young 
man again to put on the blanket and

Mr. Sherman opposed the amend- 
ment, reading from the report of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs the 
statement that education on the reser- 
vations was not productive of advance- 
ment, and that education far from the 
influence of the tribes had more than 
met the highest expectations. 

After some further discussion by Mr. 
Lacey of lowa against, and by Mr. 
Fitegerald of New York and Mr. Mor- 
rell of Pennsylvania in support of the 
Smith amendment, it was lost. 

Mr. Bell of Colorado offered an 
amendment to appropriate $54,000 for 
the Indian school at Grand Junction, 
Colo.

Mr. Fitzgerald of New York created 
something of a sensation by moving 
that no part of the appropriation for 
the Indian school at Mt. Pleasant, 
Mich., should be used to pay the pres- 
ent superintendent, who. he said, had 
been charged with permitting the de- 
bauching of Indian girls. 

Mr. Sherman deciared that if the su- 


perintendent had been gullty of the 


practices charged, the civil-service laws 
would not protect him, and that if evi- 
dence were produced to justify the 
charges, the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs would dismiss him instantly. 
He proposed that Mr. Fitzgerald go 
with him to the Indian Offi\ee tomorrow 
and investigate the whole matter. 

“If any one has been guilty of the 
things charged,” he said, “he will. be 
out of the service before night.”

PACIFIC CABLE. 


Tug Titus Will Soon Leave New York 


for the Purpose of Making Sound- 
ings for Government. 

(BY THE NEW ASSOCTATED 
NPW YORK, Feb. 20.—To take 
soundings in the Pacific Ocean from 
near San Francisco to the Hawaiian 
Islands, thence to the Ladrones and 
from there tothe Philippines, for the 
projected Pacific cable, the Titus, a 120- 
ton sea-going tug, will leave New York 
within a few days. Stops probably will 
be made at Valparaiso and Panama. 
One of the government's most trusted 
transport captains, who has a know!l- 
edge of the soundings and mathe- 


Philippines for the purpose of taking 
the Titus out. 
taking soundings about the end of 

April, and to complete this task by “od 
end of May. For ascertaining depths a 

new device will be used. It is a large 

iron cylinder, topped by a cone con- 

taining air, and is hermetically sealed 

except when the cylinder is immersed. 

Working on the principles of hydraulics 

and gravitation, it is possible to drop 

the cylinder to a reasonable depth, and 

the pressure is indicated on a dial at- 
tached to the cone. When the cylinder 

is drawn up, by taking the pressure 

and the depth and making the proper 

computations, the total depth of the sea 

at that point is determined. 

Soundings will be taken every half 

hour, with the tug going at a speed of 

about six miles an hour. It is not ex- 

pected that a depth greater than 6000 

feet will be found on the course.

The Russian government is doing 
all it can to stimulate immigration 
from Luropean Russia to Siberia. 
In a government publication printed 
at St. Petersburg it is stated that 
the government expects to settle 5.,- 
000,000 people ir Biberia during the 
next five years, and it is also claimed 
that Siberia will export fully 30,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat per annum. 
This, of course, will make it impos- 
sivie for California to ship wheat and 
flour to Northern Asia, but there are 
a great many other products of the 
soil raised in California which can 
never be grown in Siberia, and for 
these we should soon be able to find 
a profitable market in the Asiatic 
dominions of the Czar, unless re- 
strictive tariff regulations should be 
placed in the way. 


HE DECISION IS FINAL. 

However much opinions may 
differ as to the so-called “Sampson- 
Schley controversy,” the decision ren- 
dered by the President is final. In his 
capacity as Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army and Navy, the President was 
called upon to utter the final official 
word in this much-to-be-regretted and 
more or less nauseous affair. He has 
performed his duty in the premises— 
not, perhaps, to the liking of every- 
body—and the case is closed. 

Let us hope that the “controversy” 
is ended for all time. People will con- 
tinue to discuss the affair, no doubt. 
But so far as official action; one way 
or another, is concerned, the end has 
been reached. The President seems 
to have gone into the subject. very ex- 
haustively, having read, as he de- 
clares, the entire evidence before the 
coust, .ogether with the statements 
of counsel, pro and con, and a great 
deal of other matter connected with 
the case. Even those who do not co- 
incide in all respects with the Presi: 
dent's conclusions will probably con- 
cede that he has given the question 
earnest and conscientious attention, 
and that he is wholly sincere in his 
deductions. 

This whole miserable affair has been

There was something doing in rall- 
— circles yesterday over on the East 
Side. 


Almost before the people most inter- 
ested realized what was going on, the 
Southern Pacific, with its usual grace 
and dexterity, succeeded in laying a 
third track over a stretch of land 
which included not only its private 
right of way, but three streets and 
highways. 

If there is anything the Southern Pa- 
cific wants, it simply takes it—the idea 
of asking the powers that be for the 
proper authority is out of date, accord- 
ing to that company’s code of ethics. 

The third track laid yesterday runs 
from a point about eighty yards east 
of Eastlake avenue and opposite East- 
lake Park, on Mission road and Al- 
hambra avenue, crossing Eastlake 
avenue and Hancock street. 

Just a few feet south of Hancock 
street, the end of the unfinished track 
now lies. Neither end is connected 
with the main line, but material is on 
the ground, at the upper end, for 
switch connections. 

About ll o'clock yesterday forenoon 
a work train with 200 laborers, cars of 
earth to make the required grade, ties, 
rails, plates, switches—in fact, a whole 
section of track material, ready to siap 
down—was run out on the main line, 
and as soon as the train stopped one 
of the liveliest stunts of railroad build- 
ing ever seen in Los Angeles was tak- 
ing place. 

By 5 o'clock the third track was an 

accomplished fact, the company had 
possession of the streets, and a wide 
possession, too. 
_ Not according to ordinary railroad 
building is this third track. It lies 
fully twice as far from the track beside 
it as the space left between the road’s 
two main tracks, and runs outside the 
line of telegraph poles. 3 

But the most peculiar part of the 
rapid railway construction is the odd 
manner in which the Southern Pacific 
people thought it necessary’ to 
strenghen the roadbed at the crossing 
of Eastiake avenue. 

On the work train that took out the 
new railroad were numerous short sec- 
tions of old rails. These, according to 
the statements of citizens who  wit- 
nessed the operations, were placed in a 
promiscuous pile under the new track 
and projecting under the main-line 
double track, and t covered with 

Possibly the explanation of the un- 
usual care to strengthen this crossing 
may be found im the fact that a little 
to the south of it lie the already-pre- 
pared cross rails for the new Pasadena 
electric short line, ready to have been 
put in at the spot fortified by the 
Southern Pacific's old rails. 

At Alhambra avenue and Hancock 
street the new track runs within two 
feet of the sidewalk in front of Mr. 
Elsner’s residence. 

During the afternoon Park Commis- 
sioner Russell heard of the work and 
telephoned to John Muir, who was 
taken completely by surprise over the 
Southern Pacific's move. 

A telephone message to the Superin- 
tendent of Streets reached him between 
4 and 5 o'clock, when the work was 
practically completed. ; 
The subject was immediately taken 
up by the City Hall officials, and will 
likely be brought before the City Coun- 
cil today or at any rate, Monday. 
CARS FOR UNIVERSITY LINE..
